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Consider Portable Classrooms

Voters To 


The Andover School Corm- 
mittee this week opted for por- 
table classrooms as a Solution to 
overcrowding in the secondary 
schools. 

At the same time the com- 
mittee ruled out a 4-4-4 grade 
restructuring plan, at least for 
the ‘near term.” 

The final decision on the por- 
table, or ‘‘relocatable’’ 
classrooms, however, will be 
made by Town Meeting in April, 
when it votes on a warrant arti- 
cle that would provide up to $450,- 
000 for as many as 15 of them. 
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Chairman Frank Griggs also 
kept alive a third alternative 
Monday night, when he said that 
a recent appraisal on the Sacred 
Heart. School and grounds had 
come in at $450,000, far below the 
$1.8 million asking price the 
schoolmen turned down some 
months ago. 

The decisions to stop 4-4-4 dis- 
cussion, at least until after Town 
Meeting, and to seek money for 
the relocatables, came after a 
report on long range planning by 
Committeeman David R. 
Ahouse. 


The essence of the problem, he 
said, is that a number of schools 
are over capacity now, and that 
the secondary schools will have 
more than 500 more pupils than 
they can comfortably handle 
over the next five years. 

Despite increased enrollment 
at the upper levels, Ahouse said, 
the elementary population is 
decreasing, so the total number 
of Andover school children will 
peak out in the next couple of 
years and remain constant 
somewhere around 6400. 

Associate Superintendent 


Harry Westcott reported that 
2900 is the ‘‘crunch line’ in the 
secondary schools, and that they 
are just about beyond the com- 
fortable point now, with no slack 
for scheduling. 

The total secondary enrollment 
is 3144, he said, while the op- 
timum enrollment for which the 
two junior highs and the high 
school were planned is 2921.

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Plaza Looms As Possible

The financially-troubled W. 
T. Grant Co. decision to drop its 
Shawsheen Plaza operation 
may have an effect on the loca- 
tion of a new postal facility for 
Andover. 

The Grants building and the 
Shawsheen plaza property adja- 
cent to it, was among the alter- 
nate sites offered by Andover 
officials to George Walker, dis- 
trict manager for the post of- 
fice department at a meeting 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Walker indicated to local of- 
ficials that the Plaza property 
was now in a more acceptable 
condition, with the vacant 
store, than when the area was 
examined previously.

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin, said the Tuesday after- 
noon session with Walker and 
other town officials, was very 
productive. 

The postal authorities had in- 
dicated to local officials when 
the announcement was made of 
their intent to acquire acreage 
on Andover street owned by 
Sidney P. White, that they 
would be receptive to alter- 
nates sites before a final deci- 
sion is made. 

The White property is 
diagonally across the street 
from the dairy bar and 
American Power Devices plant 
on Andover street and is in a 
residential zone.

The postal service has plann- 
ed to locate its mail processing 
center at that location, with a 
downtown office for counter 
service and phasing out the pre- 
sent post office building on 
Main street. 

The purpose of the Tuesday 
session was two-fold, one to 
present the alternate sites and 
also to present to Walker a 
letter signed by the selectmen 
and planning board stating they 
are “unalterably opposed’ to 
the Andover street location. 

The alternative sites included 
the Purity Supreme lot on Park 
street, possibility of acquisition 
of property near or adjacent to 
the present post office, incor- 
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porating some of the municipal 
parking lot land, and the 
Shawsheen Plaza property. 

Of the three, the plaza site 
seemed most acceptable as a 
possible alternative, according 
to Austin. 

When the postal authorities 
viewed various Andover sites 
last fall, the plaza property was 
fully leased, or at least did not 
offer the possibilities now open 
through the vacating by Grants. 

Too, Walker told local of- 
ficials, the post office depart- 
ment could possibly scale down 
their needs from the original 
100,000 square feet of floor

Postal Officials Ask 


Residents Clear Boxes 


The cooperation of rural and 
suburban postal customers in 
helping to keep approaches to 
mail boxes clear during hte com- 
ing winter months was requested 
today by Postmaster Louis F. 
Schwenke. 

‘Postal customers are respon- 
sible for keeping approaches to 
their mail boxes clear of snow 
and other obstructions that would 
make mail delivery difficult or 
impossible. ‘‘People should be 
aware that failure to clear paths 
to mail boxes promptly after 
heavy snows may temporarily 
prevent carriers from making 
deliveries. Customers will be 
contacted if they have an 
obstructed mail box.”’ 

There may also be a need to 
ask postal customers to relocate 
their boxes on a new line of 
travel if excessive and extended 
detours are necessary. 

Highway officials are responsi- 
ble for keeping public roads 
passable and in good repair but in 
areas where mail service is 
provided over roads not main- 
tained by road authorities, the 
owner of the road is responsible. 

Rural and star route carriers 
will make every reasonable ef- 
fort to greatest number of 
customers during severe 
weather, the postmaster said. 
‘But service on foot when roads 
are impassable is not required. 
Also, when state highway 
authorities or local police con- 
sider road travel hazardous, 
postal service may be curtailed 
until the inclement weather

AHS outrushed its opponents 
by a sizable 1,630 to 1,057 margin, 
although attempting 79 fewer 
carries. That averages out to 148 
yards per game for the locals, 
and 96 per tilt for the enemy. 

Surprise! Through the air An- 
dover managed seven fewer 
yards than it did on the ground, 
but the edge on the opposition 
was. a gigantic 1,623 to 697. 

Andover lost 15 fumbles, the 
enemy 21. Andover intercepted 
23 passes, but only 10 of the 
Warriors’ 191 tosses fell into 
enemy hands. 

Penalties hurt . . . as Andover 
took 72 for 594 yards while the op- 
position was hit only 36 times for 
214 yards. 

Andover averaged a 6.4 yard 
gain every time it touched the 
ball, piling up 3,253 yards in 510 
plays for a 296-yard per game 
average. 

The opposition ran off 574 plays 
for 1,754 yards . . . averaging 3.1 
per play and 159.4 per game. 

Defensive statistics are not 
kept on an individual basis, but if 
they were right up top in tackles 
would be consistent performers 
like middle guard Tom Hender- 
son, John Drivas, Tom Kenney, 
Dan Welsh, Tom Coffey, Bob 
Hoelzel, Dave Miriscia and Mike 
Bernard. 

Deserving much of the credit 
for compiling the above statistics 
on a weekly basis is Jody 
Kefferstan, who did so despite 
spending much of the season on 
crutches with a leg injury. 


Glenn Verrette paced the ’75 
AHS edition in scoring, pass 
receptions and pass intercep- 
tions. 

Alexander, although out with a 
shoulder injury for a month, still 
pulled down top honors in rushing 
yardage, TD passes thrown and 
total offensive yardage.- 

Scoring - - Verrette picked up 
10 touchdowns, nine via the air- 
waves and one by ground, and 
added a pair of two-point conver- 
sion grabs for 64 total points. 

Fellow wide receiver Mark 
Farnham was next in line, and 
also among the top pass catchers 
in Eastern Massachusetts, with 
five TD snatches and 34 total 
points. 

Alexander chalked up 32 points, 
and was directly responsible for 
48 additional markers with his 
touchdown strikes, while Lou 
Pizarro shook off several injuries 
to close with 24 points. 

John Fabiani and Gerry Stabile 
ran for three touchdowns apiece, 
18 points, while Mike McCormick 
had 11 points in limited service, 
sophomore speedster Rick 
Collins eight, placekicker Paul 
Derby 7, Bob Hoeizel and Ken 


LaFleur 6 each, Dan Ackroyd 2, 
Greg Gardner 2 and Dave 
LaFleur 2 markers on safeties. 

Receptions - - Verrette, who 
closed his career with a school 
record 112 receptions, made 47 
this season for 758 yards. 

Farnham was on the money 
end of 24 aerials, covering 449 
yards, while Rick Collins caught 
6 passes for 170 yards and one 
touchdown. 

John Fabiani snagged 6-for-67 
yards, Hoelzel 4-for-72, Stabile 3- 
for-17, Tom Coffey 2-for-17, Ken 
LaFleur 1-for-24 and Pizarro 1- 
for-17. 

Interceptions - - Verrette’s 
pass-catching ability showed up 
in the defensive secondary also, 
as he swiped eight enemy aerials 
for 51 yards in return. 

Tom Kenney was runner-up in 
this category, picking off four op- 
ponents’ tosses from his outside 
linebacker spot. 

Tri-Capt. John Drivas stepped 
in front of two passes, and com- 
pleting the cast of air criminals 
with one interception apiece 
were Mitch Rousseau, Dave 
Mirisola, sophomore Dan Welsh, 
Stabile, Pizarro, Hoelzel, 
Farnham, McCormick and 
Coffey. 

All told the opportunistic AHS 
defense made 23 thefts, an 
average of better than two per 
game. 

Rushing - - Some 17 players 
cracked the opposing line at least 
once with the football tucked un- 
der their arm, and while rushing 
wasn't considered the Warriors’ 
basic means of transportation, 
they had games of over 100 yards 
rushing from Alexander, Fabiani 
and Stabile. 

Alex, scrambling out of the 
passing pocket and sweeping 
both ends with regularity, gained 
411 yards in 66 carries for a 6.2 
average. 

Fabiani was second with 318 
yards in 45 lugs for a 7.0 average, 
while others topping the 100 
barrier for the season were 
Stabile, 43-for-253, Pizarro, 39- 
for-196, and Hoelzel, 29-for-129. 

The best average per carry 
belonged to Verrette, whose rare 
but extremely effective end- 
around bursts netted 73 yards in 
six tries for a lofty 12.2 gain. 

Rick Collins collected 62 yards 
in 16 totes, Dan Welsh 55 in 16 


carries, and other players who 
lugged the leather were 
Farnham, Ken LaFleur, soph 
Greg Gardner, Mitch Rousseau, 
Matt Mirisola, McCormick, Tom 
Coffey, Warren Cormier and 
Kevin Harrington. 

Passing - - Mitch Rousseau, 
who replaced Alexander midway 
through the season after Bill’s 
shoulder injury, hit 53-of-99 
attempts for 721 yards and a 53 
percent completion average. All 
were team-high figures. 

The junior signal-caller also 
delivered seven TD passes, se- 
cond only to Alexander, and was 
intercepted just three times. 

Alex was 32-for-80 covering 688 
yards. He had a 40 percent 
average, eight touchdowns and 
six aerials were swiped.

Editor’s Note: Tom McNamara, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Paul E. 
McNamara, 6 Downing St. An- 
dover, is featured in the hockey 
program issued by the University 
of Vermont for the current 
season, The goalie, who prepared 
at St. John’s Preparatory School, 
Danvers, is a senior at Vermont. 
The following article was written 
by Don Fillion of the Burlington 
Free Press for the publication. 


There's a good chance had not 
goalie Tom McNamara written 
hockey coach Jim Cross a letter 
in his senior year at St. John’s 
Prep in Danvers, Mass. he might 
very well be playing for Boston 
College today. 

Fortunately for Cross, 
McNamara did write a letter and 
sent Cross a schedule and from 
that evolved an intense 
recruiting program which 
resulted in landing McNamara 
three years ago. 

“He saw me play against 
Saugus and I talked to him after 
the game. I almost knew, after 
spending five minutes with him, I 
might be going to UVM,’’said 
McNamara. 

It finally boiled down to Ver- 
mont and Boston College, after 
McNamara was recruited by 
some of the better hockey 
schools in the city.”’ 

McNamara, as a sophomore 
last year, allowed 3.60 goals-per- 
game against the best teams the 
East had to offer. “I know in 
some games I let in a few goals I 
shouldn't have, but those things 
are going to happen and you have 
to forget about them.”’ 

“There is no question about it. 
Tom near the end of the year was 
one of the best goalies around,” 
said Cross. ‘‘He came through 
for us in the big games, especial- 
ly at St. Lawrence University 
and UNH. These were games we 
had to win because we were try- 
ing to land home ice in the 
playoffs,’ said Cross. 

McNamara feels his best 
games of the season were against 
UNH, an overtime win, against 
the Saints in a 2-1 win and against 
Princeton, 4-0, in what was 
UVM’s first Division I win as a 
member of the Division for the 
first time. 

McNamara, who plays on the 
UVM club baseball team and is 
one of its better players, also 
played varsity football in high 
school and was recruited as a 
kicker by several colleges. He 
once kicked a 42-yard-field goal 
for St. John’s. 

McNamara got his collegiate 
career off to a big start against 
Wisconsin. ‘‘The Wisconsin 
series helped my confidence and 
I saw a lot of rubber in those two 
games. It was a tough indoctrina- 
tion, but I couldn’t think of a 
better way to start off the 
season.’’ McNamara had 51 
saves in that second game, his

UVM was struggling along ear- 
ly in the season with a 2-7 record 
and the skeptics were having a 
field day.

That 
was the turning point of the 
season, as far as he is concerned. 

“After that, things started to 
fall into place and we started to 
move.

Is Conservative Approach To 
Conservation Proper? 


Andover’s conservation commission continues to 
follow a path which, to us, seems much too conservative 
for the public good. 

This week, town boards were given the opportunity to 
present the selectmen financial items to be inserted in 
the town meeting warrant. Some boards responded 
either personally, or through the town manager with 
their financial requests. 

The conservation commission, however, was unable 
to give the board any figures on a proposed warrant ar- 
ticle calling for possible bonding for the acquisition of 
major properties. ; 

Through its representative, the commission re- 
quested a month's extension. 

The Monday night meeting was to allow the 
selectmen to merely place the items in the warrant. 

Even the controversial issue of revaluation of the 
town proposed by the assessors was allowed warrant 
entrance, with the selectmen adding to the proviso that 
at this point none of the articles had their approval or 
disapproval. 

Mrs. Virginia Hammond, of the conservation com- 
mission, explained to the selectmen that the commis- 
sion and the planning board were currently in the 
process of setting priorities and establishing figures. 

She added that she did not wish to have figures out in 
the public at this time without having sufficient infor- 
mation to support financial requests. . 

‘The selectmen allowed that an article would be in the 
warrant, and requested that the figures forthcoming as 
soon as possible. 

We frankly can see no good reason for not having 
some sort of figure available for consideration now. 

Having some sort of a figure available, quite frankly, 
could well work to the benefit of the conservationists. 

We view the 1976 town meeting as being fiscally con- 
servative in intent, based on current economic in- 
dicators. 

And, while Andover has been sympathetic to conser- 
vation causes in the past, it well could be that the 
priorities will be diverted to other than the acquisition 
of open land this year. 

But, with some figures to begin mulling over, along 
with facts, between now and April, there could be some 


persuasion otherwise. 

The basic problem in all this seems to be. the inability 
of the conservation commission to produce figures and 
information on time for town meeting warrant inser- 
tion. 

The same situation resulted a year ago, when the 
selectmen held a warrant review session, prior to the 
closing of the agenda. 

A year ago, the board was informed that the conser- 
vation group was meeting the next night, after which 
their articles would be finalized. 

I'ully cognizant that there is a substantial bloc in 
favor of conservation efforts in Andover, we also feel 
chagrined to a degree at the continual request for ex- 
ecutive sessions by the commission to discuss land 
negotiation procedures with the selectmen. 

Such private sessions are legal, under the open 
meeting law, but we feel the public has a right to know 
how much bargaining is being done on some of the 
properties being considered for acquisition. 

We note this because we are fully aware that 
characteristically, when a municipality expresses an in- 
terest in a parcel, there is a sudden increase in value on 
the part of the owner. 

Naturally the figures are available to the public after 
the transaction is completed. 

But, we see nothing radically wrong with indicating 
the progress of negotiations during the course of 
bargaining. It might even prove enlightening to the 
general public. 

Basically, the conservation commission has done a 
commendable job in land acquisition and preserving 
open space in Andover, which ranks high among the 
state in such holdings. 

Ifow much further such holdings should be expanded 
could well be questionable, in view of the need for ad- 
ditional tax revenue in the town, even if it is in the area 
of single residence development. 

‘hus, it would seem beneficial for the conservation 
commission to be a little less conservative in their ap- 
proach to providing such matters as how much money 
might be requested at the annual town meeting, as well 
as providing the information to the selectmen within the 
lime span allowed.

WASHINGTON — We have 
reported in the past that Israel 
has a nuclear arsenal. Now this 
has been confirmed by our top 
intelligence authority, CIA chief 
William Colby. He made the 
statement during secret 
testimony before the Senate Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

But there’s an even more star- 
tling story behind Colby’s 
testimony. It goes back to the 
last Arab-Israeli war in October, 
1973. At that time the Pentagon 
shipped billions worth of 
emergency military equipment 
to Israel. 

But first, the Israelis were 
asked to produce facts and 
figures to justify their requests. 
According to one classified 
Defense Department document 
on the controversy, “Israel 
refused to provide such informa- 
tion.” 

Nevertheless, the United 
States accepted most of Israel's 
requests on blind faith and went 
ahead with the shipments. But, 
meanwhile, the U.S. intelligence 
services began a massive 
analysis to determine for them- 
selves what Israel’s defense 
needs are. 

We have been unable to ob- 
tain a copy of this super-secret 
study, but we have spoken with 
sources who know what it con- 
tains. They tell us the study

William Colby cites this joint 
study in his secret testimony. His 
conclusion was that the Israelis 
don’t need all the military equip- 
ment they are now requesting 
from the United States. 

Our Israeli sources dispute 
this. One source described Col- 
by’s secret testimony as 
“viciously anti-Israel.” Others 
ridiculed the prediction that 
Israel would lose 8,000 men in a 
future war. 

The Israeli Embassy had no 
comment. 


Bushwacked?: George Bush, | 


President Ford’s choice as the 
next CIA chief, may run into yet 
another obstacle on his way to 
becoming the nation’s top spy. 

He has already agreed to give 
up the chance to become Ford’s 
running mate next year. Now, 
Senate Armed Services chair- 
man John Stennis, D-Miss., has 
asked the Justice Department to 
check out some charges made 
against him. 

The allegations involve a com- 
plex securities swindle. They 


came to the attention of the 
Senate Permanent Investiga- 
tions Subcommittee in 1971. A 
committee investigator, William 
Gallinaro, was sent to Texas to 
check out the charges. 

He was waylaid and beaten. 
His notes were stolen. Shortly 
afterwards, the committee drop- 
ped the investigation. But the in- 
vestigators recently rummaged 
through the old files and dis- 
patched a top-secret memo to 
Stennis on the subject. 

Stennis questioned Bush about 
the alleged swindle in a secret 
session. Our sources say Bush 
made a convincing denial. But 
Stennis suggested that, if Bush 
were innocent, he shouldn't 
mind having the Justice Depart- 
ment probe the charges. It 
would be better, Stennis said, to 
remove any possible doubt. 

Caribbean Christmas: For 
more than a year, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has been 
promising to make a diplomatic 
tour of Latin America. But he 
never seemed to find the time. 

Over the Christmas holidays, 
however, he suddenly dis- 
covered urgent business in 
Jamaica. 

He flew down in a military 
Jetstar, along with his wife, 
Nancy, and a staff of 40 -- includ- 
ing his Secret Service 
bodyguards. His bullet-proof 
limousine was flown down 
ahead of him, so it’ could be 
ready at the ramp for his ar- 
rival. 

The trip was listed as official, 
with the taxpayers footing the 
bill. When we tried to react 
Kissinger to ask what urgent 
business he had in the Carib- 
bean, his office claimed he 
would meet with the Jamaican 
prime minister.

Unfettered Fraud: A secret 
Congressional report charges 
that the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare, in effect, 
is covering up fraud cases. HEW 
officials, according to the report, 
simply have no way of knowing 
how much money is being. stolen 
from Uncle Sam in programs 
such as Social Security, 
Medicare, welfare and student 
assistance. 

There are 129,000 workers at 
HEW overseeing a $118 billion 
budget -- fully one-third of the 
total national budget. Yet only 10 
investigators are available to 


-probe allegations of fraud. Five 


regional offices don’t have a 
single investigator. And there is 
a ten-year backlog of uninvestig- 
ated cases piled up in HEW files. 
Congress recently voted an ad- 
ditional 30 investigators to help 
clear up the mess, but President 
Ford vetoed the bill.

new building, purchase of Sacred 
Heart, or portable classrooms. 

The committee last spring ex- 
pressed interest in the 4-4-4 plan, 
with elementary schools 
designated ‘‘lower schools’ for 
grades K through 4, two elemen- 
taries and East Junior High as 
middle schools for grades 5 
through 8, and West Elementary 
and the high school as an upper 
school complex.

School Budget Pegged At $10 M Mark 


By Linda S. Corbett 

A. $10,021,520 school budget, 
about 11 percent higher than the 
current year’s, will face local 
voters at the April Town 
Meeting. 

The budget was set as an up- 
per limit by the school com- 
mittee Monday night, in order 
to be presented to the Town 
Manager by tomorrow’s 
deadline. 

The figure could be cut before 
Town Meeting, however, as the 
school committee goes back 
over its teaching expense, stu- 
dent body, plant operation, 
maintenance and fixed asset ac- 
counts in coming weeks. 

The next scheduled school 
committee session is Tuesday, 
Jan. 20, at 7:30 p.m. in Stowe 
School. 

The committee voted Monday 
night to go with an expense 
budget of $2,181,520, up 14 per- 
cent over this year’s $1,919,115, 
and a salary budget of $7,840,- 
000, up 10 percent over the pre- 
sent salary total of $7,120,000. 

The salary figure was par- 


mittee are still awaiting the 
results of a factfinder’s report, 
which was due this week, 
before going back to the 
bargaining table. 

The salary account also in- 
coporates $40,000 for four new 
secondary teachers, should 
they be needed to staff 
‘relocatable’ classrooms. 

Associate Superintendent 
Harry Westcott said that a rule 
of thumb is to add one teacher 
for each two portable 
classrooms. While up to 15 such 
classrooms could be provided 
by town meeting (see separate 
article), it is expected that at 


least three teachers will be. 


gained via ‘“‘tradeoffs’’ next 
year, as this year, for a total of 
seven new teachers. 

While committee policy has 
been not to hire additional 
teachers, they have allowed 
new teachers to be hired where 
needed, for instance, when 
another teacher has retired or 
resigned. 

Committeeman George 
Olesen received committee 


support for a motion that there 
would be no increase in elemen- 
tary staffing, with a look 
toward reduction of teachers at 
that level. 

The staffing pattern at the 
elementary level is to be main- 
tained at one teacher per 25 
pupils. 

(Westcott said the ad- 

ministration has set a 
mimimum of 15 pupils per class 
at the secondary level, and tries 
for 125 pupils per four-person 
teaching team. He said they 
also try to maintain an actual 
teaching load of 125 pupils per 
teacher on the junior and senior 
high levels. ) 
The increase in the expense 
side of the budget is largely due 
to increased costs of fuel, elec- 
tricity, and materials. 

“People think we’re buying 
more and more in instructional 
materials,’’ Superintendent 
Kenneth R. Seifert said Monday 
night. ‘“‘That just is not so. 
We're actually getting less.”’ 

One budget account that 
might be cut significantly 


before town meeting is $108,000 
for special education 
youngsters in outside in- 
stitutions who are presently 
paid for by the state. 

While there are indications 
that the state will transfer 
those costs back to the in- 
dividual towns next year, that 
decision remains in doubt. 

Seifert said that most com- 
munities are leaving that item 
out of their budgets. ; 

Olesen also made a motion, 
which he subsequently 
withdrew, to up the fixed asset 
account $49,500 to $349,000, to 
provide for portable classrooms 
should the separate warrant ar- 
ticle-be rejected. 

Griggs said he felt such a 


capital item should be a 
separate warrant article so the 
townspeople could decide if 
they wanted portable 
classrooms, and not under the 
umbrella of the school depart- 
ment budget. 

If Town Meeting votes the 
separate article down, Olesen 
went on , ‘where does this 
leave us?” 

“‘With clear direction,’”’ 
Griggs replied.
